THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY.

ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com-

What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all sehoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
scientific interpretation of Nature and the 
Bible.

HK OUTER RIND OR CRUST of the physical uni- 
verse is composed of seven metallic strata which 
are formed in concave spherical layers, the heaviest at 
the bottom, constituting the outermost limit of the 
shell.

a positive and a negative side. It radiates its positive 
force from the positive side toward the environing 
shell. The central star being definitely excentric, em- 
places the second nucleus at a geometric relation to the 
first stellar nucleus; and the second star emplaces the 
next focalization as geometrically related as the first, 
so that the subsequent emplacements are geometrically 
regulated. All of the stars (with the central, projected, 
and subsidiary suns) are geometrically emplaced and 
maintained in their orbits according to the laws of geo- 
metric proportion. 

INTERSPATIAL ETHER; ITS QUALITY AND SOURCE.— 
The ethereal substance of space permeates all of the 
space between the center of the universe—which the stu- 
dent will remember is the cosmic egg, environed by the 
shell of the world which men in-babit—and its circum- 
ference. It varies in quality according to the terminal 
places of its transmutation.

It therefore follows that the attenuate ether which 
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pervades space, is limited to the central and circumfer- 
eutial environments and limitations of space, and is 
composed of as many qualities as there are distinctive 
limitations.

le situation the voter places himself in, to be held up 

y the great political thug who robs Ta of his life. 

Mr. Hearst is educating the people as rapidly as 
ley can bear it, and probably to the extent in which it 
ppears to him. He sees that public utilities should be 
i ublicly owned and conducted, but he does not yet ad- 
ocate the equitable a otikolion of the wealth which 

le wealth-creator has placed in the hands of the high- 
ayman who flourishes upon the loot which the com- 
on people's vote makes it possible for him to acguire. 

Vhen the time ripens for the-publie to control its util- 

s, it will be time for the people not to beg and fight 
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for wages; for if by the ordinary folk’s political fran- 
chise and its exercise they possess the right to say, 
"We will vote to ourselves the right to public owner- 
ship of public utilities,” they may further say, “We 
will enter into copartnership with the men who have'so 
far compelled us to become wage slaves for their especial 
benefit.” 

It is said that if Mr. Hearst should be elected Gov- 
ernor of New York he would not be content to stop at 
that point in his political aspirations, hence he should 
be checked right now in his mad career. If Mr. Hearst 
will fulfil his promises to the people he is the man for 
the occasion, and the one of all men named to succeed 
Higgins and lift the state from the trickery, fraud, cor- 
ruption, intimidation, and misappropriation of the 
public funds which characterize the political situation 
of the great state of New York; and after he has 
worked successfully the gubernatorial functions of the 
Empire State, it would be safe to give him an oppor- 
tunity to rarefy the atmosphere of the malodorous 
Congress of the United States. 

Hearst is the genius of inspiration to the masses; 
and while he may spend his money freely to place his 
enthusiasm in the hearts of the people and to let the 
classes know that he is after them with his prod, he is 
not purchasing votes, nor hiring henchmen to stultify 
their consciences; nor is he stuffing ballot boxes, nor . 
fraudulently devoting his money to destroy the peo- 
ple’s liberty. If Mr. Hearst were elected to the office of 
Governor of the state of New York, everybody knows 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars would be spent 
fraudulently to deprive him of the fruits of victory. 
The powers which have usurped the functions of gov- 
ernment in New York, both republican and democrat, 
would exert their utmost possibilities to maintain the 
usurpation and to defraud the voter of his rights. 

We maintain our estimate of President Roosevelt; 
but he is handicapped by the influence which loots the 
people in the Senate of the United States, and which 
will obstruct his efforts to carry out his purposes in the 
development of the international powers of the coun- 
try. There is no man in the republican party to be 
trusted as against the influence of a predatory Con- 
gress. Roosevelt's aggressive tendencies in statesman- 
ship make him a desirable man for the position which 
he occupies; but the election of Roosevelt means the 
perpetuity of the den of thieves who devote the prod- 
ucts of industry to their individual and corporate uses, 
and oppress the industrials of the nation. Legislation 
which he attempted in the interests of the people 


against the aggressions of the railroads and the trusts, 


was rendered futile through the industrious surveil- 
lance and activity of the emissaries of the great cor- 
porate plunderers, the “Plunderbund,” according to 
Hearst, whose highest aspiration is to plunder, op- 
press, and degrade the ordinary folk. 
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THE PRESENT PORTION OF LABOR. 


The Lot of the Toiling Masses Under Capitalism; the Hope of the 
Hastening Emancipation. 


HE COMING of the national holiday has made 
more conspicuous the thought of the laboring 
masses. Are they happy as they tread the pavements 
of our cities on the one day in which labor is king? 
They do not look so, for there is an anxiety and a rest- 
lessness in the faces of young and old. They come from 
homes now devoted to the sacred privileges of democ- 
racy, and they stand in line in the great processions 
with the feeling that they are honored once in the year; 
still they are not happy. 'The duties of home-keeper 
and home-provider are too precarious in these times of 


` strikes, and a livelihood is too hardly won to be thrown 


away at the instance of a determined “boss.” 

Labor is the portion of those who are not able to 
put the foot upon the neck of the rest of their fellow- 
beings. Labor is the portion of the weak and the surly, 
but it cannot subdue their resentment toward those 
who live in ease and luxury while they toil. One of the 
most powerful delineations in modern fiction is put 
before the reader in “The Undercurrent,” by Robert 
Grant. Here the petted offspring of fortune is brutally 
assaulted by the woman she has befriended. Not even 
the money given liberally to uplift her can quench the 
hatred that possesses. the dependent as she sees the 
beautiful dame in the midst of her associates, decked 
with flowers and wearing a diamond tiara. Some are 
ruined by their misdeeds, but this rich American was 
ruined by her charities. Before she had taken off the 
jewels she admired in the mirror after her friends had 
left, the hand of her protege was at her throat, and 
even as she gasped for breath she heard the hissing of 
an insane jealousyin herear: “I am going to send you 
where you will have to clean dirty marble floors for- 
ever.” | 

Such is thehatred between the two classes, and such 
it will and must remain so long as there is no adjust- 
ment of purpose, no rights of man assured to those who 
toil. Does this seem tooradical? It is not toosoon to 
say that the rights of man are not assured to the wage- 
slaveeven in a Christian country. He has toriseat five 
and toil untilsix at night in the hot, stifling atmosphere 
of a factory while the favorite child of fortune ridesin his 
automobile. What is the purpose of society regarding 
these disparities? The one puts his son into an expen- 
sive college, while the other sees his boy running wild 
about the streets or inducted into the worst forms of 
vice in his saloon with himself. The saloon is the com- 
forter of the poor, the nurturer of his children. 

Think of the different nationalities represented in 
the great procession of organized labor! Foremost in 
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the van comes Dennis Mulligan and his clan, readyt 
oust the native American if he can with his Irish} 
and his shrewdness. Then the Swedes and the Dane 
the inevitable Turk himself, the Italians and the Greek 
all the denizens of southern Europe, with Russians al 
Scotch, march on to the tune of “Hail Columbii 
Happy Land.” All these must be fed from a commo 
treasury in order to emancipate them from the fear: 
sickness and the days when work cannot be foun 
There is only one way to organize society upon a col 
mon basis of good fellowship, so that all may sharei 
the benefits of a maturer civilization. So long as sou 
men work for a mere pittance and divide their earning 
with a middleman, they cannot expect to share in tl 
prosperity of the country. When it becomes possil 
to invent some method of distribution whereby fl 
three difficulties that beset the poor may be avoided 
wage slavery, labor-unionism, and the dragging weigl 
of his own vices, then we may hope for better feelit 
between the two classes now so widely separated. 

To add to the comforts of the poor man, a gres 
national holiday has been granted him in which he ma 
do as he likes. His voice is heard in the public squa 
his banners float o’er the towns; his private carriat 
does not come to the door, but his provisions a 
bought at his own expense. He has one day to fei 
and make merry with his equals; but he has no joy! 
his heart unless he sees some way of emancipating hit 
self and his family from the portion of labor in tl 
future. That is what all men desire to escape the most 
and any picture drawn of a common future which di 
not include such escape would be lacking in charm. 

The portion of labor is to eat bread in bitterne 
and sigh for riches; to look at the dainty garmentst 
the aristocrat and long to emulate him; to payit 
many a pint of beer and glass of rum with curses in tl 
throat that he cannot afford champagne. The portic 
of labor should be contentment, which is better tha 
riches with the hope of education and refinement in tl 
days to come. One is often told as the ideal of deme 
racy, that in a republic every boy may aspire tot 
Presidency. The portion of the poor man if he yi 
eschew his vices, may be sobriety and dignity. It i 
been estimated that if he would save the money squat 
dered on liquor, he could speedily rise to wealth andi 
fluence. That isnot trueas matters are today in asocii 
state where the laboring masses work for their oppres 
ors, the rapacious corporations that extort their labo 
without adequate recompense. | 

Let every citizen work for the government andi 
voke its aid, instead of being plundered by capitali 
who are fattening on the products of his toil. Leth 
advance to the higher grades of civilization with ho 
and courage, willing to extend the efforts of those wh 
like the Koreshan, long to renovate society in hisi

HE SCRIPTURES plainly statethat God only hath 
immortality.

Christ was the David of the spiritual realm, and mad 
war upon the elements of evil.

The Christian dispensation has been striking 
characterized by war. The impulse to war is derive 
from some element in Cause, which was essentially en 
bodied and expressed in the Christ. He was thes 
sown, the seed to become corrupt in processes of rep $ 
duction. He was force militant against the kingdor 
of hades; and it became inevitable that when that for 
of conflict should be let down to the domain of externé 
affairs of men, conflict would result.

of his Apostles. But they believed in the promise 


jod to them. They were full of the divine optimism: 
etthat did not preclude their clear, prescient views of 
le closing scenes of the tragedy of human progress. 
they voiced not the sentiments of modern blind optim- 
m. They did not believe that the world would grow 
etter continually, and peacefully evolve into the glori- 
us conditions of the Golden Age. Not they, for they 
new better. They could not change the facts to be, 
he conditions to come. They could merely. describe 
lat was spread before their spiritual vision. The lat- 
er days, as they termed the days of the end of the dis- 
pensation, were to be characterized by apostasy, by 
eneral turning from the truth, by increase and spread 
Mi vice and crime, even by anarchy that should lay in 
vaste not only the moral structure, but the social fab- 
icas well. Yet out of the scenes of conflict they saw 
merging the beginning and head of the new order of 
he heavens and the earth. 

- So far as the student of the Bible is concerned, the 
ubject resolves itself into the question as to whether 


hose declarations. If they were, the conflict will come 
fulfilment. If they were not, the conflict may or may 
lot occur. But there is no question concerning the at- 
itude of the Christian prophets concerning the state of 
{airs at the end of the Christian dispensation. We 
maintain that their prophetic declarations are true to 
he letter. The conflict will occur, not because it was 
retold; but it was foretold because it was destined to 
ome to pass. The principles of progress for this 
eriod make the coming of the great conflict inevitable. 
The causes of the conflict may be specifically stated, 
nd the reasons for these conclusions scientifically de- 
ned. 

The three great principles of universal progress 
2: Involution, evolution, and revolution. Evolu- 
tion is a recognized fact; involution is demonstrable in 
ll processes of heading up of forces; and revolution is 
seen in numerous crises, the issues of which are settled 
mly on the basis of conflict. The science of human 
rogress and retrogression, as set. forth in Koreshan 
Iniversology, makes startling disclosures relative to 
heimminent end of the old order; and not only does 
he science of progress point to the impending revolu- 
ion, corroborated by the numerous prophetic declara- 
jons of the Christian prophets, but the actual condi- 
jons which now exist in the world point as certainly to 
he tragic end.

Indeed, the 
He: said that when in the latter days men should 
Hec there should come the sudden revolution and 
astrophe. But not alone between the nations does 
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not the Lord and his Apostles were inspired to make . 
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trouble impend. Revolution proper springs not from: 


international difficulties, but nearer the heart of na- 
tional life. A formidable power is developing through- 
out civilization; it is the force of discontent, now being 
thoroughly organized under labor leadership. And the 
spirit of socialism is spreading rapidly. 

In a recent issue of The Independent, Professor 
Goldwin Smith makes the tacit and frank admission 
that all the evidences tend to show that revolution im- 
pends; and he admits, too, that the seat of the diffi- 
culty lies in the issues of capital and labor. Discontent 
is being goaded to forceful and fearful expression 
through constant agitation. Class consciousness is 
made painfully apparent in the violent and striking 
contrast existing between the conditions of the rich 
and poor. The glaring inequalities of the human lot 
are shocking to the workingman’s sense of justice; and 
there pents up a force that is destined to break out as 
a destructive voleano. Goldwin Smith discusses the 
problems learnedly; and conservative though he is, he 
hears the fearsome sound of revolution; he feels the 
tremors of the quaking human earth, and sees ap- 
proaching the tidal waves of discontent that are des- 
tined to sweep away many an apparently impregnable 
fortress of the old order. | 

As he considers the problems, he finds guestions 
confronting him as to what is to be the outcome, the 
result of the conflict. To him the doctrine of human 
eguality is fallacious. Upon change from the present 
social and economic regime, what is to be the form of 
government? What securities will there be for trust- 
worthiness of a new form of government founded? 
Will there be a voluntary division of wealth by the 
wealthy, or is revolution to be brought about by force? 
He affirms that socialism, or any version of it, must 
apparently be the death of individual independence. 
To these and all such questions, Koreshan Science has 
definite answers. The revolution is inevitable. The 
forces of capital and labor will enter into violent con- 
test for the supremacy. Sharp and terrible will be the 
conflict; but amid its scenes of bloodshed, a new Char- 
acter appears and stands in the breach. He is the 
character of the Peace-maker.

In The Editorial ‘Perspective. 
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HE DECADENCE OF POSITIVE AUTHORITY is 
a subject which was pointedly discussed not long ago 
by the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst. He endeavored to show that 


Nature is a system ordered by rigid laws, but the tendency - 


of our modern civilization is to resist all forms of authority, 
the result being domestic, educational, and political anarchy. 
Individualism prevails, and that it does so is due to the cul- 
tivation of phases of ultra-democracy, at the border-lines of 
which anarchy begins in its investiture of society with ut- 
ter chaos. Proceeding, Dr. Parkhurst says: ‘‘As the de- 
velopment of the individual proceeds, and his sense of fac- 
ulty- becomes correspondingly more pronounced, the lesson 
of subordination becomes in the same ratio more difficult, 
and anarchy, which is only another name for ‘every man a 
law unto himself,’ is the natural issue of an advanced civi- 
lization.” He notes that we are becoming more and more 
competent to forecast the weather and to foretell eclipses, 
but less and less able to analyze the conduct of man; and 
while the stars keep their commandments, it is man only 
that is anarchical and more and more breaking down into 
ethical chaos, according as he gains an enlarging conscious- 
ness of his own smartness and sufficiency. ‘Therefore to 
know that every moral act that man can perform has a 
fixed statute definitely relevant to it, is the very alphabet of 
ethics. Pertinent to the question of correspondence be- 
tween man and cosmos, he notes: ‘‘Now the grandest and 
most complete conception we can have of the empire of 
moral event is one that is painted in colors copied from just 
such a representation of the material kingdom. The differ- 
ences between the two regimes in no wise invalidate that 
feature of identity which is our only present interest and 
contention. In one case the subject may be conscious of 
the law, and in the other case not. In the one case the 
subject may defy the law, and in the other case not; but 
conscious or unconscious, obedient or recalcitrant, nothing 
exists, personal or material, that is not created into distinct 
relation to authority; and no event transpires, whether in 
mineral, vegetable, animal, or personal life, that is not 
either on or off the line of duty definitely and unrepealably 
laid down for it.” It is but just to humanity to conclude 
that man’s disobedience to law arises largely from his 
ignorance of it; and his disregard of authority is due to the 
fact that he had been led by presumably authoritative 
teachers into the deceptive elements of fallacy. It is not to 
be denied that the tendency of the world is in the direction 
of anarchy; and it is indicative of the fact that the so 
called sciences which prevail in the world do not constitute 
the light of knowledge, but the darkness of fallacy. If 
that which passes for science were true it would constitute 
an infallible guide to many at least, if not all, to rectitude 
in moral and religious life and industrial and commercial 
activity. The moral life of man comports with his general 
intellectual conceptions. The world copies to a large ex- 
tent after the Copernican system of astronomy. Chaos and 
waste would characterize a universe fashioned after the Co- 
pernican idea. Every man for himself under competism is 
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analogous to the fancied democracy of the stars accord 
to the conceptions of the astronomer. ‘The masses tt 
not copy still more closely the so called laws of thet 
terial world. as conceived by so called leaders in scien 
Order must be restored through the application of the 
ciples and laws of cosmic order; and likewise the form 
the scientific society must be patterned after the form oft 
physical cosmos. But positive authority, the authority 
genuine science, is not in modern astronomy, nor in che 
try, nor in modern social economy, nor yet in religic 
Moses taught with authority when he led the children 
Israel; but at the end of the Jewish dispensation the pha 
sees and the scribes manifested phases of decadence of po 
tive authority. Then appeared a new leader, even Jes 
the Christ, who taught as one having authority, and not 
the scribes. He authoritatively declared the divine phil 
ophy, the doctrine of salvation of the soul of man; and 
Apostles preached his gospel with no uncertain soul 
Again, at the end of the Christian dispensation there i 
decadence of positive authority. Agnosticism prevai 
there is so much difference of opinion, so much conflict 
conclusion, that modern teachers do not assert positive 
emphatically, and authoritatively that their teachings 
absolutely true. There must be some one in this scienti 
age to lift up the standard of authority in every domain 
activity. The plumb-line of integrity must be manife 
This authority will not come from modern agnosticism, 1 
yet from any sphere of thought pregnant with the eleme: 
of fallacy. It will not proceed from individualism; b 
from the source of declaration of Messianic law, the seat 
positive authority itself, as revealed through the discove 
and revelation of Universology.

THE SUBJECTS of philosophy and altruism were recen 
discussed by Prof. William Kent of Chicago, before stude 
of the University of Nebraska. Some expressions conce 
ing the competitive system are worthy of notice. Hed 
clared that the competitive system, formerly extolled 
automatic in its beneficent action, has broken down e 
as a producer of profit, and has lent itself to inhumani 
In the course of his remarks he said: ‘“The teachings 
Jesus furnish the nearest definition of real opportunity, se 
ing which a man may live comfortably and for which 
may happily die—the opportunity for broad service. Co 
petition has in many cases proved the death of trade, a 
has ground out the lives of men as between millston 
Supply and demand of labor as an economic theory justif 
the conditions in the coal mines, whereby successive imp 
tation of the poorer and lower people, the standard of livi 
was being reduced to an animal status. * * The competit 
system is passing away because it is relatively wasteful 
therefore an economic failure. Its boasted freedom fron 
sense of moral responsibility has been belied at every 
tempt at ameliorating human conditions.” Professor K 
suggests cooperation as a remedy for the evils of comp 
tion, and points out that the principle of altruism isy 
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superior to that of constant warfare under competitive 
conditions, and that higher civic ideals are the hope of the 
people. This is but one instance of many voices that are 
being raised against the old order and favoring a change to 
something better. The widespread movement in favor of 
public ownership and the abolition of competition, is a 
demonstration of the fact that the best and most progressive 
classes, inclusive of the millions who toil to produce the 
world’s wealth, are becoming dissatisfied with the conditions 
of oppression. The forces of progress, the powers of 
destiny, will ultimately remove the giant evils, and erect in 
the stead of present institutions the forms and orders of the 
new and righteous kingdom, for which the entire church of 
this dispensation has prayed unceasingly. 
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Tur PTOLEMAIC astronomers held that the earth was 
the center of the universe, and that the entire machinery of 
the heavens revolved about it. But Copernicus considered 
that it would be easier for the earth to turn over every day 
than for the whole heavens to revolve. He conceived that 
inthis way day and night might be produced with less ex- 
enditure of energy. Astronomers since his day have gener- 
ly adopted the theory of the earth’s diurnal rotation. 
Nevertheless it is admitted by the foremost advocates of 
the Copernican system, that the phenomena of the heavens 
are all easily accounted for from the basis of the Ptolemaic 
astronomy. When KoRFsH discovered that the earth was 
concave, with the whole heavens inside the earth, it was 
obvious that it was easier for the luminous points in the 
atmospheres to revolve diurnally than for the environing 
material earth to whirl around once a day. Copernicus 
desired to make a show of being interested in the principles 
of economy of force when he presumed to transpose diurnal 
motion from the heavens tothe earth. Vet he put forth an 
hypothesis which, as more fully evolved through more mod- 
ern speculation, places a giant sun at the center of the solar 
system, over seven hundred times larger than all the planets 
put together, that those planets might have light and heat; 
and moreover, the light received by all the planets constitutes 
but ome two-billionths of all the light generated in and 
radiated from the sun. ‘The energies not intercepted by the 
planets are supposed to be lost in infinite space, there being 
no known factor in modern astronomy by which the solar 
radiations are ever returned to the sun. In the Koreshan 
Astronomy, the sun receives again its own substances from 
he environing shell of the earth, which intercepts every 
ray of the sun, utilizes it, and ultimately returns it to its 
source. The Copernican system admits of enormous waste 
in the maintenance of the solar system. ‘The Koreshan 
Astronomy teaches, astronomically and scientifically, the 
laws and principles of universal economy. 
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WHEN fair Cuba was launched forth in her own little 
ship of state upon the political sea, her face was roseate 
with the hope of peace and prosperity. But it was not to 
be expected that she should not in time encounter dangers 
which beset the inexperienced. Every one regrets, though 
not every one is surprised, that early in the career of the 
Cuban republic there should be a revolt, for incipient revo- 
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lution is the order of the times in the small nations of the 
American tropics. The issues of some of them are not 
finally settled at the polls. Bayonets not ballots are seem- 
ingly more desirable on the part of defeated minorities. 
The Caribbean regions are a veritable storm center on more 
domains than one. It is unfortunate for Cuba that trouble 
should arise at this time. What the outcome may be one 


. can now merely conjecture. It seems certain, however, 


that if the revolt continues and assumes proportions suffici- 
ent to threaten the interests of American capital invested in 
Cuba, the Government of the United States will intervene. 
Already warships are at Havana and other ports, and soon 
the American Government may institute an effective block- 
ade around Cuba to prevent filibustering. Three views 
are taken generally of the situation. It is thought that the 
insurrectionary element are anxious for offices, and are 
seeking to overthrow the present administration. Again, 
it is assumed that the Palma government lacks wisdom to 
deal with the problems confronting Cuba; and moreover, 
that though honest himself and manifestly sincere, his cabi- 
net and advisors are playing the game of graft to excess. 
Another view is to the effect that there is an element at 
work to effect ultimate annexation of Cuba to the United 
States; and that the sugar trust is at present responsible 
for the uprising. It seems evident that the Platt amend- 
ment guarantees the preservation of peace in Cuba. as 
long as may be, by the beneficent American Government, 
the powerful guardian of the West. LATER.—News is re- 
ceived that following the resignation of President Palma 
and cabinet, the United States assumes control of Cuba.

condemned as diseased by the tuberculosis commission, 
went to the Auditor’s office and had an interview with him, 
claiming that the Auditor held that some of the meat taken 
froni the cattle which had been condemned and which had 


been paid for by the state, had been sold to Swift & Com- 
pany, knowing that the same was to be put upon the market; 
but that this had not been done until the meat had been 
inspected by competent veterinarians and pronounced that 
it was not so badly diseased but that it could be cooked and 
eaten with safety. And further, that while the milk from 
such cattle was unfit for use, their meat might not be so 
affected by the disease as to be unfit for food. The tacit 
admission on the part of the Auditor of Vermont that the 
state through him had sold diseased cattle to Swift & Com- 
pany, is nothing less than admission of guilt as charged. 


It is altogether likely that the agents of Swift & Company 


were fully aware of the condition of the cattle purchased. 
The whole affair is an illustration of the fact that state off- 
cials as well as the packing corporations are willing to en- 
danger the lives of the people. There are others, however, 
who are responsible for placing diseased cattle on the market. 
Such cattle are bred and raised by people who are ready 
and willing to sell to cattle buyers, animals afflicted with 
various diseases. ; 
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Is Knowledge of No Avail? 


“If you people would leave off the 
Koreshan System and teach Christianity, 
you would do more good.
